FOLLOWS:

SECTION 1. In keeping with the Board of Supervisors’ August 3, 2004 election
consolidation approval and California Elections Code Section 10002, the City Council
hereby requests that the Registrar-Recorder/County Clerk for the County of Los Angeles
(hereinafter, the “County Clerk™), in cooperation with the City, be authorized and
directed to plan for, coordinate and administer the General Municipal Election of the City



precincting data, to the extent required, in light of consolidation; (e) make available to the
City such election facilities, ballot casting equipment and assistance as may be necessary
to conduct the election in compliance with state law and the Board of Supervisors’

statements of qualifications to the registered voters of the City of El Monte; and (i)

SECTION 2. As stated in El Monte City Council Resolution 8485, the City
shall reimburse the County for any additional costs associated with the consolidation of
the City’s November 8, 2005 General Municipal Election with the County-administered
UDEL Election of the same date.

SECTION 3. The City Clerk is authorized and directed to forward without
delay to the Board of Supervisors and to the County Clerk, each a certified copy of this

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors at its regular meeting of August 3, 2004

WHEREAS, Elections Code Section 13307 provides that the governing body of
any local agency may adopt regulations pertaining to the recovery of certain costs
associated with the printing, handling, translation and mailing of candidate statements as
filed with the elections office pursuant to Elections Code Section 13307 materials
prepared by any candidate for an office to be elected at a General Municipal Election,
including costs of the candidate statement.

WHEREAS, the City Council approves the printing of the General Municipal
Election information for the election to be held on Tuesday, November 8, 2005, in
English, Spanish, Chinese and Vietnamese languages to satisfy the requirements of the
Voting Rights Act of 1965. (Note: Chinese and Vietnamese language election
information such as the candidate statements, sample ballot, arguments, analysis, etc. for

measures will ONLY be available for inspection and copying upon request in the Office
of the City Clerk); and

WHEREAS, the City Council approved the publication of the Notice of Election
to be published in the English, Spanish, Chinese and Vietnamese languages.

NOW THEREFORE, THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF EL MONTE,
CALIFORNIA, DOES HEREBY FIND, DETERMINE AND RESOLVE AS
FOLLOWS:

SECTION 1. Pursuant to Section 13307 of the Elections Code of the State of



Pursuant to §13307(a)(1) of the California Elections Code, the candidate statement shall
not include the following:

(a) The party affiliation of the candidate; or
(b) References to membership or activity in partisan political organizations.

All prospective candidates should be aware of the holding in Dean v. Superior Court
(1998) 62 Cal.App.4™ 638 which holds that a statement prepared by a candidate for
inclusion in the voters’ pamphlet may not include comments concerning the
qualifications (or alleged lack thereof) of one’s opponents. Candidates, in an abundance
of caution, should avoid making reference to opponents in their candidate statements.
Candidates should seek the advice of private legal counsel if unsure as to whether their
candidate statement does or does not comply with applicable law before filing.

The candidate statement shall be filed in type written form at the Office of the
City Clerk at the time the candidate’s nomination papers are filed. The candidate
statement may be withdrawn, but not changed, during the period for filing nomination
papers and until 5:00 p.m. of the next working day after the close of the nomination
period.

SECTION 2. OFFICE OF MAYOR: Each candidate to fill the Office of Mayor
for the term to be voted for at the consolidated General Municipal Election to be held in
the City of El Monte on Tuesday, November 8, 2005, may prepare and submit to the
office of the City Clerk a written candidate statement on an appropriate form provided by
the City Clerk in accordance with Elections Code Section 13307 and the office Registrar-
Recorder/County Clerk for the County of Los Angeles (hereinafter, the “County Clerk™).
The candidate statement shall be filed in the office of the City Clerk at the time the
candidate’s nomination papers are returned for filing for the consolidated General
Municipal Election to be held on Tuesday, November 8, 2005. The candidate statement
may be withdrawn, but not changed, during the period for filing nomination papers and
until 5:00 p.m. of the next working day after the close of the nomination period for the
Office of the Mayor.

SECTION 3. MEMBER OF CITY COUNCIL: Each candidate to fill the Office
of Member of the City Council for the term to be voted for at the consolidated General
Municipal Election to be held in the City of El Monte on Tuesday, November 8, 2005,
may prepare and submit to the office of the City Clerk a written candidate statement on
an appropriate form provided by the City Clerk in accordance with Elections Code
Section 13307 and the office of the County Clerk. The candidate statement shall be filed
in the office of the City Clerk at the time the candidate nomination papers are returned for
filing for the consolidated General Municipal Election to be held on Tuesday, November
8, 2005. The candidate statement may be withdrawn, but not changed, during the period
for filing nomination papers and until 5:00 p.m. of the next working day after the close of
the nomination period for the Office of the City Council Member.

SECTION 4. OFFICE OF CITY TREASURER: Each candidate to fill the
Office of City Treasurer for the term to be voted for at the consolidated General
Municipal Election to be held in the City of El Monte on Tuesday, November 8, 2005,
may prepare and submit to the City Clerk a written candidate statement on an appropriate

to the office of the City Clerk a written candidate statement on an appropriate form
provided by the City Clerk in accordance with Elections Code Section 13307 and the
office of the County Clerk. The candidate statement shall be filed in the office of the
City Clerk at the time the candidate’s nomination papers are returned for filing for the
consolidated General Municipal Election to be held on Tuesday, November 8, 2005. The
candidate statement may be withdrawn, but not changed, during the period for filing
nomination papers and until 5:00 p.m. of the next working day after the close of the
nomination period for the Office of City Clerk.

SECTION 6. Subject to any logistical constraints imposed by the County Clerk
by virtue of consolidation, the City Clerk shall have translated (from the English to the
Spanish, Chinese and Vietnamese languages) and printed in the voters pamphlet only the
candidate statement of those candidates who request such translation and printing at the
time of filing of the candidate statement.

SECTION 7. No candidate for any elected office of the City shall be permitted to
include additional materials in the voters’ pamphlet and sample ballot package.

SECTION 8. Each candidate for any of the offices to be elected at the
consolidated General Municipal Election to be conducted on November 8, 2005, who
files a candidate statement of qualifications shall as a condition of having his or her
candidate statement included in the voter’s pamphlet, concurrently deposit with the City
Clerk, an amount as reasonably estimated by the City Clerk to pay in advance his or her
estimated pro rata share of the actual costs of printing and handling such candidate
statement incurred by the City and/or the County Clerk as a result of providing such
service at the time of filing such statement with the City Clerk, provided however, that
the amount of the deposit shall be no more than $1,600.00. The receipt for the payment
for the deposit to the City Clerk shall include a written notice that the estimate is just an
approximation of the actual cost that varies from one election to another election and may
be significantly more or less than the estimate for the consolidated General Municipal
Election to be conducted on November 8, 2005, depending on the actual number of
candidates filing candidate statements for each particular office. Accordingly, the City
Clerk is not bound by the estimate and may, on a pro rata basis, bill each candidate for
each particular office for additional actual expense or refund any excess payment
depending on the final actual cost, provided however, that the final actual cost billed to
any candidate for his or her pro rata costs shall not exceed the sum of $1,600.00. In the
event that the amount paid as a deposit by a candidate includes an overpayment of actual
costs incurred by the City and/or County Clerk, the City Clerk shall prorate the excess
amount among the candidates and refund the excess amount paid within 30 days
following the date of the election.

SECTION 9. The City Clerk shall provide each candidate or the candidate’s
representative a copy of this Resolution at the time nominating petitions are issued.

SECTION 10. This Resolution shall apply only to the election to be held on
Tuesday, November 8, 2005, and shall thereafter have no further force or effect.

SECTION 11. The City Clerk shall certify to the passage and adoption of this
Resolution. This Resolution shall take effect upon adoption.

SECTION 3.  Except as otherwise required or directed by the County Clerk to
facilitate the consolidation of the City’s November 8, 2005 General Municipal Election
with the County-administered UDEL Election of the same date, the City Clerk is
authorized, instructed and directed to procure and furnish any and all official ballots,
notices, printed matter and all supplies, equipment and paraphernalia that may be
necessary in order to properly and lawfully conduct the General Municipal Election as
hereby called and ordered in Section 1 of this Resolution.

SECTION 4:  The polls for the General Municipal Election as ordered and
called in Section 1 of this Resolution shall be open at seven o’clock a.m. of the day of the
election and shall remain open continuously from that time until eight o’clock p.m. of the
same day when polls shall be closed, except as otherwise directed by the County Clerk
pursuant to state law.

SECTION 5:  In all particulars not otherwise specifically provided in this
Resolution, the General Municipal Election shall be held and conducted as provided by
law for holding General Municipal Elections and elections consolidated with the County-
administered UDEL Election.

SECTION 6:  Any compensation afforded to precinct board members and other
poll workers pursuant to Elections Code §12310 shall be in keeping with the rates set
forth by the County Clerk and/or the Board of Supervisors, if any.

SECTION 7:  This Resolution shall conclusively provide evidence that notice
of the time and place of holding the consolidated General Municipal Election for
Tuesday, November 8, 2005 has been given by the City Council and the City Clerk is
hereby authorized and directed to give further additional public notice of the calling of
the consolidated General Municipal Election of the City of El Monte for Tuesday,
November 8, 2005 (including the publication of such notice printed in English, Spanish,
Chinese, and Vietnamese languages) in time, form and manner as required by law or as
otherwise directed by the County Clerk.
